The jetlers never reached 
their destination, however,  ac- 
cording to the description of 
Cuse No, 2000 in the legal 
periodical “Blrosagi Hataro- 
natok” (Court Decisions). 

The unnamed accused was 
alleged to have made a “series 
of grave slunders und ineiting 
remarks against the People's 
Democratic State Order,” and 
to have displayed “a deep 
hatred” of the Communist sys- 


tem, 

The periodical sald that 
“crimes of ineitement  per- 
petrated In Ictters sent abroad 
are of special significance.” 
since they created “the bm- 
Pression of being authentic 
and, as exbericnce proves, 
are used by hostile propaganda 
organs agalnst our People's 
Democratic system,” 

‘This bordered on high treason 
“if not in the legal sense at 
least in the ordinary sense,” 

The only ‘mitigating factor 
was that the letters remained 
unreud by the addressees, 


Intimidation 

The first, sent lo a friend in 
Auolria on April 25, 1057, wa: 
returned as “unknown” and 
opencd by the Hungertan Post 
Office whieh sent it to the 
Public: Proscculor’s OMlce, 

The periodical quoted part of 
it, “Before Marcel 45, 1957, 
visible Intimidation was great. 
Muunted police entered tho 
assembly hall of the University 
of Polltueal Ecunomy and struck 
people with truncheons, 

“Now people arc no longer 
beaten to death in the streets 
in broad dayllght. Invisible 
intimidation Is belng uscd. 
“The ise in wages carried 

eut with such stratagem that 
everybody gets less than be- 
fore.” 

Although It is not clear from 
Uhe = periodical’s account, tha 
accused was apparently arrest- 
ed during o house search In 
September, 1057, when a second 
letter to his younger brother 
who had ‘fled to Canada at the 
timo of the 1056 Hungarian 
rising was found in his brict 
caso. 

This was dated August 
and was quoted as saying:
